This morn- 
ing when the Manager of 
the firm came. along at 7 
o'clock he found a number. 
of lights burning, and was on the 
point of questioning his assistants 
on their negligence when be 
noticed a general state of topsy- 
turvydom in the shop. Within a 
second "Le saw that his place 
bad been burgled. 

The burglars no doubt made 
a very close study of the 
place. In this connection 
it may be recorded . that 
on Tuesday .a well-dressed 
Chinese gentleman went to 
Messrs. N. Lazarus and Co. to 
have his eyes tested. A request 
was afterwards made to Mr. 
Lewis Tobias, the proprietor, by 
the customer for permission to in- 
spect the workmen's room and the 
skop.

tempt to push over thesa cabinets 
would have meant immediate 
detection as the vases would have 
fallen and everything would have 
come down with a crash. But 
the gang of burglars did not go 
that way to work. | In all 
probability the removal of the 
cabinets was effected with the 
aid of a leverage by a strong bam- 
boo, or they may have been re- 
moved with a motor car “jack™. 
The door through which entrance 
tothe jewellery store was secured 
must have been perforated with a 
large augur, making a long string 
of perforations, thus enabling the 
wood ‘ta be cut easily. The 
wood Was cut to the size of about 
216 by 1)4 feet, the size of the 
hole being similar ‘to those 
made in other stores that were 
previously victimised. This es- 
tablishes the belief that the’ 
robbers at work ‘last night were 
of the same party that have 


helped themselves to the goods of 


other shops. The burglars, when 
in Madam Flint’s establishment, 


‘tried to open her safe, but did not 


succeed. They ransacked the draw- 
ers, but did not remove anything. 
_ Ounce inside Messrs. Sheriff's 
store, the nimble men began 
throughly to ransack. the place. 
They put on the electric 
lights, and divested the show 
cases of their treasures. On the 
window there were a number of 
gold. and silver ornaments. 
Adjoining the cabinet that they 
pushed aside, was another one 
containing a profusion of jade 
stones, some of the best that 
the firm stocked, end all 
these stones were stolen. These 
jade stones were very valuable. 
Pearl necklaces, silvet bags, and 
two large trays of silver watches 
(over 200 in number) were 
also included in the booty. 
After dislodging all ‘these 
articles from their places, the 
robbers concentrated on the safes 
inthe shop. These included two 
large Chubb safes and one 
smaller one with a big lock”at- 
tached. The smallsafe was first 
selected, and the thieves went 
to the extent of shifting it toa 
place where they could have the 
electric light beating on it. One 


of these lights was pulled down | 


and the cord attached to the 
handle of the safe, thus enabling 
the work tobe done efficiently and 
quickly, "The lock was broken, 
and the safe’s contents, namely, 
gold ornaments, double eagles; 
and precious’ stones, stolen. In 
this safe there was a. large 
bundle of "imitation ° pearls, 
which the men‘discarded, leaving 
them on the floor, aa_ indication 
that the robbers were notignorant 
of the value of things. 

The task of drijling the other 
safes baffled the gang, chips of 
steel on the floor showing that 
they had been tard et work on it. 
On tHe floor were left behind o 
small lamp, a match box and a 
small augur. Beyond boring a 
big hole into one of the safes 
no furthér progress was register- 
ed. The burglars must have been 
at work for over twa hours. 
They left behind silver spoons 
and forks and ‘the imitation 
pearls and cheaper goods. It 
was an extremely successful 
outing, the robbers taking 
away with them precious atones, 
atc., to the value of neacly $25,000. 
In a shop like a jewellers’ it is: 
not easy to compute immediately 
the Ioss austained by a robbery, 
but it is believed to’ be near the 
figare stated. . :

AMERICAN SCIENTIST’S ° 
RESEARCHES. 


_In the Isboratary of Washington 
University, at St, Louis, experi- 
ments and observatioas are baing 
conducted by’ Professor’ Francis 
E. Nipher which may result in 
the years to come in man. con- 
trolling the law of gravitation, to 
do with it what hé tikes. + 

By means of electrial charges 
Professor Nipher has succeeded 
in nullifying the attraction of 
gravitation between suspended 
balls in what is known as the 

* Cavendish apparatus” for deter- 
mining the earth's density. He 
has, further-more, reversed the 
attraction of gravitation into re- 
pulsion, more powerful than the 
attractive force itself. It requires 
very delicate instruments to take 
the“measurements, but Professor 
Nipher declares he has detected 
daily increase and decrasses of 
the suspended balls due to the 
daily variation in the earth’s 
elec‘rical potential. 

Long, before Professor, Nipher 
began his experiments ithad been 
suggested by scientists ‘that what 
we knov as gravitation may bo 
the éffect of electricity. It had 
also been imagined that if this 
theory were ever proved to be 
correct, the weight of bodies would 
ba found to be dependent oa the 
number of electrical. units they 
contain. This is the amazing 
hypothesis. which Professor 
Nipher’s experiments sem to be 
demonstrating. 

If it is true, chen the laboratory 
has begun a conquest of nature 
which may place man in control 
of the great force which guides 


the destinies of the celestial)’ 


bodies. It is, of course, a far 
stretch of the imagination to 
jump from the behaviour of 
the balls in the Cavendish ap- 
faratus to the earth's journey 
round the sun and tHe rush of the 
planetary systems through space 
toward the North Star. Nererthe- 
less. if gravitation can be 
regulated in a laboratory, atid if 
its astractive force can be 
changed to repulsion, there comes 
toa theoretical end. at least. the 
frequent gibe of the scientific 
pessimist that the earth js in- 
evitably destined some time in 
the future to fall into the sun. 
Imaginative scientists have 
long said than if man is to visit 
other planets out in space a way 
niust first b2 found to control 
gravitation. If the Nither gravia- 
tional contro! is developed, as all 
other great laboratory dispoveries 
have heen developed it will

POCKET WIRELESS.. 
~ . 
NEW REGULATIONS. 


Although wireless research 
work can now be taken up again 
by the amateur, a Daily Chronicle 
representative was informed re- 
cently by the surpervisingofficials 
of the Government department 
concerned “that, “owing to the 
rapid strides made in the use of 
smal] installations since 1914, the 
regulations’ are increased and 
more stringent. : 

The most important point in 
the new regulations ds. that: 
“Thermionic valves shall not be 
used without the special authority 
of the.Postmaster-Geseral.” 

“This is the same instrument 
which has béen used in wireless 
telephony,” explained an official 
at Marconi House. “By its means 


| messages can be received and 


transmitted, and it is because of 


‘{this latter point probably that the 


authorities are naturally so 
cautiots. In the hands of an 
irresponsible person their use 
might become dangerous.

But, the warover, he has retain- 
ed his association with those who were formerly his politicak 
enemies, and has, there can be no shadow of doubt, very consider- 
ably modified his views on the fiscal question, bringing them into 
line with Tariff Reform ideals. 1 ‘ * 

If Mr. Lloyd George believes that he can best serve the country 
by keeping the Coalition alive, and by doing’all in his power to pre- 
vent a return to party politics, we must give him the credit of being 
sincere in his convictions: Even if he thinks that a personal 
sacrifice of long-held opinions on the tariff question is preferable to 
a breax-up of the Coalition, we must praise him for putting his 
country before his-political leanings. But all this admitted, he 
cannot complain if those who do not see eye to eye with him draw 
attention to his change of attitude. Every man isentitled to change 
his views, Suchastepis often a sign of sagacity and progress, 
We have seen+ many examples of thdt in British political 

-history.. But any statesman who-obviously changes his opinions 
and then seeks to’pretend that he has not, at once discredits himself. 
And that, we fear, is what Mr, Lloyd George izdoing. We could well 
understand and appreciate the Premier's stand if he came forward 
and openly declared that.he had been convinced’ by events and 
circumstances of the errer of his ways and had decided to emb' ave 
Tariff Reform. He puzzles uswhen he subscribes to the Tariff 


-- Reform programme, including the imposition of protective duties, 


and then asserts that he is still a Free Trader, Jt is true, as he 
says, that Free Trade is inseparable from'the question of dumping.

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GERMANY AND ARMED FORCES. 


Now. that the time for the 
actual ratification of the Peace 
Treaty is drawing near there is a 
lot of clearing up work to ba'done, 
and not the least important is 
that of seeing that Germany 
keeps to her bargain and does not 
violate the Treaty in the matter 


‘of excessive armed. forces. We 


teferred to this subject quite 
recently owing to the crisis that 
it Seemed to be precipitating, but 
a reading of the German reply to 
the Allied Note would seem to 
show that Germany is more in- 
chined to carry out what is 
required of her. It is 
obvious. that things are not 
satisfactory, however, and it is 
just as well that the Allies should 
insist that they are, before, the 
ratification. However much it 
may bo desirable to be strict there 
should be no vexatious over-step- 
ping in the way of Allied demands, 
We are as keen as any to make 
sure that Germany will not be in 
@ position to repeat her crime of 
1914 but we recognise, too, that 
Germany must be given a chance 
to resuscitate so that she will be 
able to fulfill the obligations that 
have -been imposed upon her— 
obligations heavy, but, justly so. 
The question of maintaining 
order in Germany itself must 
have been of no little difficulty 
and we bave sympathy for the 
political elements trying to bring 
order and stability out of the 
chaos, Whilst there has to be 
nocreation of another big Ger- 
man Army there must be adequate 


-| policing, and it ts.on_the question 


of what size this force shall be 
that. the dispute has arisen. The 
latest Allied Note should be 
sufficient to indicate a firmness 
that will check a breach of the 
Treaty. Ifit does not, then the 
Germans know full well what to 
expect, forther have been given 
some very plain indications. 


THE LONG DISTANCE FLIGHT. 


Tho flight from London to 
Australia is. now nearing com- 
pletion so far’ as one competitor 
is concerned. Lieut. Ross Smith 
has made a wonderful flight, and 
it would indeed be ironical if le 
were to fail now that he has got 
practically within sight of his 
goal.. Until to-day there 
had been no news of 
M. Poulet lately—a competitor 
who seemed to be going so well 
until he reached, India. Four 
other competitors are on their 
way, some having just left 
London, and with so many men 
attempting the igh: it can safely” 
be predicted thet there will be 
success. “It is a marvellous 
change in conditions as compared 
vo the days before the war. We 
seem to be accepting this flight 
as nothing very extraordinary, 
and the progress of aviation is an 
example of . how quickly we 
assimilate new ideas and ineor- 
porate them into daily life. One 
wonders how long it will be before 
we shall have our own aeroplane 
service between here and Manila, 
Shanghai, Singapore or I[ndo- 
Chica. Judging by the rate 
things. are going at present, it 
should not be so ovér long. 
Singapore and Shanghai have 
seen their aeroplanes, but Hong- 
kong seems to be doing nothing at 
all in that direction. Are we 
waiting for someone to bring 
them to us, or.are there any loca! 
interests keen enough to secure 
some ? 


THE BOLSHEVIKS. 


One can find encouragement in 
the reports of the interview 
between Mr. O'Grady. and M. 
Litvinoff, for it is just possible 
that this meeting of British and 
Russian representatives will 
eventuate in peace with the 
Bolsheviks.

The provision of efficient and 
expeditious appliances for the 


| handling of ship’s boats has been, 


zw vexed question of many years 
Standing, and the inefficency of 
the present obsolete system was 
unfortunately demonstrated dur- 
ing the period of the war, when. 
the ships’ boats were the only 
means of the possible saving of 
life from a sinking ship. As is 
only too well known. hundreds of 
valuable lives were sacrificed that 
might have bean saved had the 
appliances for lowering boats 
been of a imvre mechanical oF 
Even up 
to the present tim? many new 
ships are being fitted with the old 
type of davits with rope falls. This, 
as every practical sailor knows, 
must carry a cersain amount of 


‘risk, ag it involvés the control by 


the human element. «To lower a 
boat loaded with its full comple- 


‘ment into the water ‘with rope 


falls from a possible height of 30 
to 70 feet is a vastly different one 
from, say, 10 to 15 feet as in days 
gone by.
